Clearly Pointed Out. 


THEY CAN BE STOPPED. 


Law Ag-ainst Trusts Can Be Enforced 
and Trust (ioods Put on 
Free List.-

Ex -Gov. W m. J . Stone is a pop 
^ 
oîar favorite in Sedalia. 
The peo­ 
ple of Sedalia know him ; they re­ 
spect his talents; they admire his 
oratory, and they feel that they 
have in him a leader who is true to 
his convictions and fearless in ad- 
Tocating what he believes to be 
right. 
Therefore, Gov. 
Stone always 
attracts a large audience when he 
comes to Sedalia, but the one that 
greeted him at the court house last 
night was larger than usual and 
was made up of remarkably atten­ 
tive listeners. 
Hon. O. M. Barnett was chosen 
by the committee to preside and in 
introducing Gov. Stone, after pay­ 
ing a high compliment to the sen­ 
ators who have represented Mis- 
•onri in the past, referred to the^ 
distinguished ex -governor as the 
man “ who will succeed our former 
fellow-citizen, George G. Vest, in 
the sena te.” The hearty applause 
which greeted the remark testified 
nnanimouB approval of the sug­ 
gestion. 
Gov. Stone, whose appearance 
was greeted with a genuine ova­ 
tion, stated that he would confine 
his remarks to one phase of the 
trust question, a subject he had no 
doubt had been ably discussed by 
eminent speakers in Sedalia during 
the campaign, and to some local 
matters of esp ecia l in terest to Pet­ 
tis county. 
Trusts, he said, are simply mo­ 
nopolies. 
Tbeir chief object is to 
stifle competition and create a mo­ 
nopoly that enables them to fix 
prices, control output and regulate 
wages. 
There are 339 of these 
trnsts now in operation and each 
enjoys a practical or substantial 
* monopoly in the particular line in 
which it operates, and in the ag­ 
gregate they represent a nomina 
ca pita lizitioa of l7,cx x ),ooo,ooo. 
Trnsts or combines to create mo­ 
nopoly are contrary to the en 
lightened policies of all 
civilizec 
nations. 
They ex ist in contraven­ 
tion of the great common law anc 
of what is known as the “ civi 
la w ,” and in direct violation o 
the written law of the United 
States. 
Constituting 
the 
most 
stupendous aggregations of capita 
ever known, they are at once law­ 
less, insolent and defiant. 
W hat is their effect upon the 
people? 
The democratic party is a unit 
in saying the trusts and monopolies 
are wholly bad and the democracy 
demands that they shall be abol­ 
ished because they are injurious to 
the public welfare. 
Republicans are divided on this 
subject. 
Marc Hanna, the head of the re­ 
publican party, declares that he is 
not aware of the ex istence of any 
trust; that he dees know of “ in- 
dnstrial combines” and that they 
are bat the natural results of mod­ 
ern conditions. 
Foraker has discussed the subject 
in the same line, aiid says these 


combinations have become neces­ 
sary. 
Congressman 
Calderhead, 
of 
Kansas, says the trusts are benefi­ 
cent and should be promoted, and 
even refers to them as “ God sent,” 
The speaker resented this reflection 
upon tije Almighty ; he did not be­ 
lieve the Lord had anything to do 
with forming these trusts; the re­ 
publican party had had much to do 
with it, but he had never been able 
to trace any connection between 
High Heaven and the republican 
party.

A bad wreck of two M ., K. & 
T. freight trains took place Mon­ 
day night at South Canadian, I. 
T ., and nine loaded freight cars, 
including one carload of calves, 
and an engine were consumed in 
the fire which followed the col­ 
lision. 
The first Eection of train No. 
103 was loading stock for the St. 
Louis market at the stock yards, 
three-fourths of a mile south of 
South Canadian, and, at 10:15 p. 
m., the rear portion of the train 
was b a cked o ff th e sid in g o n to 
the 
main line. 
The second section of train No. 
103, also northbound, ran into the 
rear end of the first section, engine 
No. 246 
plowing 
through 
the 
caboose of the first section and the 
three or four cars, which were im 
mediately in front of the caboose. 
Nine cars 
were smashed into 
kindling and" the wreckage took 
fire from engine N o. 346, which 
was also consumed in the conflagra­ 
tion. 
Efforts were made to save a 
carload of calves, but the trainmen 
had to abandon their efforts. 
The 
stock in four other cars was lib­ 
erated, but not before some of 
them had been badly burned. 
T. C. W right, a territory stock­ 
man, who was in the caboose of 
the first section, was badly, prob­ 
ably fatally, injured. 
J. H . Mun- 
sen, the engineer, and J . E. Mar­ 
tin, the fireman of engine No. 346, 
were slightly injured.

clared trusts are bad and a menace 
to industrial life and if unrestrained 
will become dangerous to the liber­ 
ties of the 
people. 
In 
another 
speech 
the 
president 
spoke 
of 
trusts in a modified tone and said 
that while they are bad and to be 
feared, he feaied more the arrant 
demagogues who demand their ex­ 
tirpation. 
The effect of these trusts upon 
the producers, the consumers and 
the wage-earners shows 
that the 
president was right when he de­ 
nounced them as a menace. 
They absorb into a single holding 
the great plants in various indus­ 
tries and destroy competition. The 
first result of ihis is the dismissal 
of large numbers of employes, and 
the^e are forced into other lines to 
compete with other working men. 
Less than five years ago there 
were forty tobacco companies in 
this country ; now there is one and 
it has a capital of $220,000,000 and 
has all the properties merged into 
it. 
Under competition there were 
five tobacco concerns in St, Louis 
employing 6,ooo 
people. 
Under 
the trust in that city the number 
of employes has been reduced to 
3,500. 
The 
International 
Harvester 
trust proposes to reduce its force 
10,000. 
The 
facts, 
the speaker 


thought, 
are 
sufficient 
without 
comment. 
Gov. Store explained that 
all 
this is being done in fl igrant viola­ 
tion of 
the 
law of 
the United 
States, a law which affords both a 
criminal and civil procedure, but 
which the federal authorities are 
making no real or earnest effort to 
enforce. 
He spoke of the insolent course 
of the. anthracite coal barons who, 
after insulting the president of the 
United States, gave quick ear to 
the commands of Morgan, and re­ 
minded his hearers that these coal 
companies are violating both fed­ 
eral and state laws. 
If the people will elect a demo­ 
cratic administration and congress 
there will be two remedies applied 
to the trusts— the law will be en­ 
forced against them and trust-made 
goods will be put on the free list. 
The republican party cannot do 
this because it is wedded to the 
protective tariff. 
Gov. Stone then spoke briefly 
but forcefully upon Missouri mat­ 
ters. 
He explained that the re­ 
publicans are making no serious 
effort to carry the state, but are 
massing their forces in the thirty 
close counties in the hope of car­ 
rying enough of them to control 
the 
general 
assembly and elect 
Richard 
Kerens 
to 
the 
United 
State 
senate. 
He 
warned 
his 
hearers of the danger and urged 
them to vote for the democratic 
candidates for the legislature and 
for congress and the entire state 
and local ticket. 
Following Gov. Stone, Hon. S. 
A , Hazeltine, of Springfield, spoke 
forcefully on the danger of the en­ 
actment of the Fowler banking bill 
and urged the election of Stone to 
the senate and Hamlin to congress 
to combat this iniquitous measure.

The school teachers of Newark, 
N, J., say that they sav e a good 
deal of time ev ery day b y cooking 
their own lu ncheons. 
In almost 
all the school hou ses of that city 
there is to b e fou nd in the teachers’ 
room a cosy cu pb oard so draped 
that to a strange ey e it appears to 
, 
b e a lib rary , and, accordingly , in 
perfect harmony with its su rrou nd- 
ings. 
The teachers’ room is u ni­ 
formly fu rnished tastefu lly , b u t b y 
no means ex trav agantly , for there 
the school mistress is ab le at noon 
hou r and at other odd times to es­ 
cape a few moments from the noise 
and contnement of the class room. 
Bu t when the noon hou r comes 
what appears to b e a set of b ook 
shelv es is transformed, b y the mere 
shifting of a cu rtain, into a cozy 
kitchen, with gas stov e, tea kettle, 
dishes and cu tlery . 
Forthwith the 
little center tab le is cleared of its 
load of tex t b ooks, a snowy cloth 
is spread, and the dishes are placed 
ab ou t. 
The gas is lighted, while 
the kindergarten teacher play fu lly 
recites: 
“ Polly , pu t the kettle on, and 
we’ll all take tea.’’ 
The work is generally alloted 
sy stematically , so that one gets the 
water, another sets the tab le, an­ 
other cooks, while one of the 
‘tru st ’ makes the necessary pu r­ 
chases at the neighb oring grocery 
on her way to school. 
The others 
clean the dishes, and in order to 
make this particu lar part of the 
work the more attractiv e, the differ­ 
ent shifts are changed from week 
to week. 
The teachers hav e thu s far fu r­ 
nished all their apparatu s at their 
own cost, ex cept in those schools 
•where the necessary “ plant” had 
b een left b y the stndents of a su m­ 
mer school. 
£ v en thou gh they 
hav e to pay for their stov e and 
other accessories 
these 
teachers 
• say , nev ertheless, that they sav e 
not only time b u t money . 
The 
^carfare that’ they wou ld hav e to 
gsay to go home almost pay s for the 
fru gal y et tasty lu ncheon, and the 
spare time of the noon hou r they 
hav e for 
whatev er they please 
to do. 
In other schools, instead of b u y ­ 
ing any thing from the grocery , and 
then div iding the cost b etween 
each 
teacher b rings her 
lu ncheon 
with 
her, 
and 
then 
“ warms it u p.” 
Bu t the clu b 
idea, with tegu lar officers, appears 
to b e the more popu lar, and in one 
of the schools the different officers 
hav e b een organized on a feu dal 
scale as follows:

it wo uld elfminate him fro m all 
co nsideratio n in matters co ncern­ 
ing that particular co mpany. Even 
if he were made a member o f that 
co mmittee he might be eliminated 
as a facto r in the fight, because the 
co mmittee wo uld be so co nstituted 
that he co uld be vo ted do wn o n im­ 
po rtant questio ns.
